Daring the summer of 61, a Gold Escort was 
orgenized. without having been asked for by the 
country, and the best proof that it was not want- 
ed by the niiners is found in' the fact that its 
entire earnings only amounted to $475, while it 
cost the Colony the handsome little sum of $80,- 
000} It is true more gold would have been sent 
down by it had the Government insured delivery 
of tr ure ; but that, of course, could not be done. 

last summer, the community was thrown 
into a state of considerable excitement and alarm 
by the bratal murder and robbery of three trad- 
ers on their way down from the diggings with 
some $12,000 in treasure. This terrible occur- 
rence, which every one deeply |regretted, served 
as the signal for the press of Victoria to advocate 
the establishment of another |Escort, and be it 
ered that these same papers had, bat the 
year previous, most unsparingly condemned the 
fotmation of a similar institation, upon the ground 
je was not needed. The cry for another Es- 
cott ‘was kept ringing in the Governor’s ears, not, 
let ff be borne in mind, by the people of this Col- 
ony, or any of them, but by the press and traders 
of a town in another Colony, The Governor, 
ever solicitous to serve the people of Victoria, 
but hesitating to assume the responsibility of 
such a step without some sort of intimation from 
at least some of our miners that an Escort was 
wanted, made diligent enquiry amongst the chief 
Caribooites then in Victoria, who gave it as their 
decided opinion that any attempt of the kind 
wéuld be a failure, and so the matter rested for 
several months ; and although the press kept 
rasping away upon the same) string, still His 
Excellency held out while some pretty hard 
were said about him for his refusal to com- 
ply with the demands of the Victoria clique. The 
Chamber of Commerce, formed about that time, 
algo added their influence to that of the press. 
This state of matters continued until a certain 
banker, who had on several occasions been of 
use to His Excellency, and who wished to estab- 
lish & branch at Cariboo, threw his influence into 
the same scale, and, strange to say, what had 
been denied to the appeals of the press and the 
Chamber of Commerce was at once conceded to 
this banker. Because he wanted a medium thro’ 
which to transmit his paper money to the mines 
arid send down treasure in return, a Government 
Gold Escort must be established at the expense of 
this Colony for that purpose ;
